In all three Pregrie Provinces the greatest care has been taken in the 
establishment of Provincial Agricultural Colleges and large sums of moncy 
have been expended in the crection of large and substantial buildings, in the 
employment of expert teaching staffs, and in the equipment of these build- 
ings with the very latest designs of farm labor saving machinery, The best 
types and breeds of horses, cattle, sheep, swine and poultry have been as- 
sembled for demonstration purposes, and the farmer's son who takes a 
course in one of these Colleges is well qualified for his life's work on the 
land. 


In Saskatchewan, the unique experiment of making the Agricultural! 


College an integral part of the Provincial University—the linking together 
of students in the Arts courses with the students in Agriculture—is being 
worked out with splendid success and the most gratifying results. 

These Agricultural Colleges also carry on agricultural extension work, 
carrying to the farms in all parts of the country the benefit of the experi- 
ence gained in the Colleges. Better farming trains tour the country every 
year, cach train being made up of demonstration cars fully equipped, and 

, carrying a complete staff of lecturers who are experts in their various de- 
partments. | 

In the carlier years-of Western development, the Provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture conducted dairy branches which were largely respon- 
sible for building up the dairy industry of the West, thereby providing not 
only a profitable market for the farmers’ product, but also providing the ur- 
ban residents with their daily necessitiés in the way of milk, cream and but- 
ter. This work of business administration by the Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture was conducted on a sound basis recognizing the co-operative 
principle. And when it had been developed to a fairly advanced stage, and 
established on a firm foundation, the business was turned over to the 
farmers to manage through great co-operative companies with Government 
assistance and financial backing. : 

In like manner provision was made for the co-operative handling and 
marketing of wool, thereby making it possible for the wool growers of the 
West to secure the highest price for their wool clip. Later this enter- 
prise; too, was converted into a large, successful and rapidly growing co- 
operative enterprise directed and managed by the farmers themselves, 

Another branch of activity in which Western Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture have rendcred invaluable assistance to the farmers and stoclc 
breeders of the West is the importation and sale of bona fide farmers and 
stock raisers of purebred stock. In this way the standard of Western 
herds has been raised and a firm basis established for the livestock indus- 
try of the West. 

Every possible assistance is rendered to Grain Growers’ and Livestock 


_ Associations, to agricultural fairs and exhibitions, in the direction of im- 


provement of seed used, in the provision of seed in districts which have 
suffered crop failures, and in countless other ways Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture are actively co-operating and assisting with a view to over- 
coming difficulties with which our agriculturists have to contend, and to- 
wards placing the chief and basic industry of the West upon a sound and 
prosperous footing. 

Those people who imagine that the duties and functions of our West- 
ern Provincial Governments are confined to the passing of laws, the mak- 
ing of regulations, and the enforcing of these, have only to study the annual 
reports of some of the Departments to realize the scope of the practical 
work done and the multifarious duties discharged in the interests of the 
people.

Meat Dishes 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 
An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


In the colder days, the housewife 
casts about for substantial meat 
dishes to serve on the family board. 
Yet in many parts of our country 
meat is still high. There are, how- 
ever, some excellent meat dishes that 
inay be made at a moderate cost. 
Select the heart from a healthy 
beef creature. Wash it thoroughly 
and then remove arteries and veins, 
washing it again, if necessary, to free 
it from blood. Make a stufling of 
bread crumbs, chopped onion and 
parsley and a few savory herbs. Mois- 
ten the stuffing with water, milk or 
melted fat, Put the stuffing into the 
heart and sew it securely. 

Brown in an iron pan in a little 
pork or other fat. Add a sprinkling 
of well-seasoned flour and brown a 
moment longer. Partly cover the 
heart with water. Cover and cook 
solwly until tender, Serve with a 
nice brown gravy made from the 
liquid in the pot. , 

Another palatable dish is calied 
“hot pot of mutton and barley.” Cut 
one pound of mutton into small 
pieces and brown with three cut-up 
oniong in a little of the fat cut 
from the meat. Pour this into a 
covered saucepan, add two quarts of 
water and one-half cup of pearl 
barley. - Simmer for one and one-half 
hours and then add four potatoes 
cut into quarters. Add celery top 
and any other seasoning herbs you 
desire. Cook one-half hour longer. 


From the lamb there are certain by- 
products that ought to be more f{re- 
quently called for at the market by 
the thrifty housewife. Pickled lambs’ 
tongues are popular served cold, and 
the tongues boiled and then baked 
and served with a sauce are both deli- 
cate and savory. The kidneys are 
sliced, soaked in cold salt water and 
then broiled with bacon, They may 
be stewed with onions and carrots, a 
dish very popular in England. The 
hearts may be stuffed, boiled and 
browned with salt pork. 

The liver is sliced, soaked in salt 
water ,and fried as is calf’s liver. 
The brains are often scrambled with 
eggs. It is best to simmer brains 
before using them. The addition of 


a little lemon juice or vinegar will 
both whiten them and make them 
firm. 


Swiss steal is another economical 
dish worth trying. Buy two pounds 
of round of sirloin steak, cut two 
inches in thickness. Pound one- 
half cup of flour into the meat with 
a wooden potato masher or the edge 
of a heavy plate. Heat one-fourth 
of a cup of ham or bacon drippings. 
Brown the méat on-each side in it. 
Add onion, a half-cup of green pep- 
per finely chopped, two cups of boil- 
ing water and one cup of strained 


tomatocs. 
Cover closcly and simmer two 
hours, Other vegetables as desired 


may be added. The dish may-be 
cooked in a casserole. A lamb stcak 
may be substituted and a tcaspoon of 
curry added for seasoning. 

But who does not appreciate a 
well-made savory beef stew. Select 
one pound of flank, rump or plate. 
Have the butcher cut it up into 
suitable size pieces. Wipe the meat 
with a cloth wrung out of salt water, 
Washing the meat in a pan of water 
or in running’ water permits decided 
losses of the food valuc. Dredge the 
meat with well-scasoned flour. Cut 
some of the fat into small picces and 
heat in the frying pan. 

Add the meat and stir constantly 
until the meat is well-browned. Trans- 
fer to a cock pot. Rinsc the frying 
pan with boiling water, boil five min- 
utes, then cook at a lower tempera- 
ture, until meat is tender (about three 
hours). Add some ‘carrot, turnip 
and onion the last hour of cooking. 


Parboil four potatoes, cut into onc-: 


quarter inch cubes, for five minutes, 
and then add to stew fifteen minutes 
before taking from the fire, If duimp- 
lings are added allow fifteen minutes 
for cooking. 

To make dumplings for stew, sift 
together two measuring cups of 
flour with four level 
baking powder and one-half teaspoon 
of salt. Stir in Chough milk or water 
to make a soft dough. Drop spoon- 
fuls of dough on the stews and cook 
for fifteen minutes in the covered pot.

Products of the soil of the three 
prairie provinces of Canada in 1920 
reached a value of $471,671,823, an in- 
crease of $67,732,911 over the preced- 
ing year, according to statistics com- 
piled by the Manitoba Free Press. 
The figures on grain are for the last 
four months of the year, but all the 
others cover the full twelve montlis. 
The value of grains increased from 
$206,917,690 in 1919 to $299,438,880 in 
1920, Livestock decreased in valuc

To Oil F ield by Dirizible- 


Huge Machine "Said to Offer the 
Safest Method of Travel by Air. 


The latest development in the plans 
to handle the expected rush to the 
northern oil fields next spring con- 
templates the use of huge dirigible 
airships, capable of carrying thirty- 
two passengers and five tons of 
freight, as a means of transportation. 

Majors Jenner and Wollan, of Los 
Angeles, are at present in Edmonton, 
off point for the 
newly-discovered oil fields, where 
they are completing their plans and 
selecting a site for their airdrome, 
|The ship which they propose to use, 
and which is now on order in New 
York, is a 350,000,000 cubic foot ma- 
chine, capable of travelling seventy 
miles an hour, and carrying a supply 
of seven hundred gallons of gasoline, 
thirty-two passengers in its car, as 
well as five tons of freight. 

“The dirigible is the safest method 
of air travel,” Major Jeiner told a re- 
porter. “It can land anywlicre, and 
engine trouble while in the air docs 
not necessitate immediate landing. 
We hope to put our proposition on a 
sound business basis. We estimate 
that we will be able to take a passen- 
ger and his freight to Norman and 
back for $1,500. This will include.

An announcement as to what is be- 
ing done and what is planned, appear- 
ed in the Winnipeg Tribune as fol- 
lows: 

“The Manitoba Government has 
signed a new joint contract with the 
Lignite Utilization Board of Canada, 
whereby the finances of the briquet- 
ting scheme are improved to the ex- 
tent of $280,000, and the province ‘is 
committed to a further expenditure of 
$70,000. 

“Coincidentally it was announced 
that approximately $680,000 will have 
been spent in the development of 
this industry to a-commercial basis, 
when the first briquettes are placed 
on the Western Canada market early 
mext spring. 

“The development is proceeding 
under the joint auspices of the Fed- 
eral Government, which bears _ half 
the total cost, and Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan Governments, which 
are interested to the extent of 25 per 
cent. each. 

“The original capitalization was 
$400,000, of which Manitoba paid 
$100,000, Saskatchewan $100,000, and 
the Federal Government $200,000. 

“According to a progress report re- 
eeived from Bienfait, where the plant 
jg under construction, $281,469.36 has 
been spent to date, and contracts 
have been entered into which will 
carry the buildings and plant to com- 
pletion. 

“In addition to the plant, proper 
power house dwellings are being 
erected for workmen and exccutives, 
and when actual operations com- 
mence, a settlement of respectable 
proportions will have been developed. 

“J, M. Leamy, provincial repre- 
sentative on the board, stated that 
briquettes, equivalent in heat-pro- 
ducing propertics to the best lignite, 
will be placed on the western market 
jn quantity at prices several dollars 
below that now prevailing for anthra- 
cite. He said, further, the board was 
assured that when it was possible to 
carry the development of the plant to 
a greater extent, the. titilization of 
gases, oils, etc., which under first op- 
erating conditions will escape as 
waste, the cost of briqucttes will be 
reduced considerably, and the cheap- 
est fuel in North America will be 
available for the west im an almost in 
exhaustible supply.”

“To Join My King,” Shouts Greek 
Chauffeur, Taking Own Life, 
Death failed to break the bond be- 
tween King and commoner, it was 
revealed at an inquest over the body 
of Demetrius Fugalas, chauffeur to 
former King Alexander of Greece.

Phy- 
sicians, nurses and courtiers . were 
waved aside while Alexander called 
for Fugalas, The chauffeur never 
revealed what was said in that last 
conference, but at the King’s. death 
he attached himself to Mlle. Manos, 
Alexander’s morganatic wife. It be- 
came known he had been assigned 
to watch over her. ; 
There finally came the return of 
King Constantine with wild mobs 
singing and shouting over the new 
ruler. Fugalas grieved that another 
had the honors which should have 
been Alexander's, 
As: triumphant crowds sang Con- 
stantine’s “Eagle Song,” Fugalas 
took his own life. : 
“I'm going to join my King,” he 
shouted as he turned the revolver 
on himself,

Germany’s Tricks, 


Inter-Allied Commission Will See 
That Terms of Agreement Are 

‘ Carried Out. 

The persistent attempts of the Ber- 
lin Government to evade its respon- 
sibilities under the disarmament 
clauses of the-‘Treaty of Versailles 
and the Spa protocol are causing an- 
noyance in official circles here, even 
where there might otherwise be a 
tendency to make allowances for Ger- 
many in other domains, Thus, Ber- 
lin now argues that she needs only 
dismantle and not destroy her con- 
demned fortresses; she basea her ob- 
jections on the grounds of cost and 
harmlessness. But disnrantled forti- 
fications are far from useless, as the 
rapid conversion during thé war of 
government works deemed obsolete, 
and consequently emptied of their 
field artillery, into first-class supports 
or pivots of the general entrenched 
front demonstrated again and again. 
That is why Gencral Nollet and the 
Inter-Aflied Commission and, if 
necessary, the Ambassadors’ Council 
are expected to answer this new Ger- 
man appeal, so obviously inspired by 
General von Secckt, with a preremp- 
tory negative. They are also going 
to insist on Germany’s observance of 
a free passage for Allicd warships 
througli the Kiel Canal, as etipulated 
by the treaty.—Liverpool Weekly, 
Post.

“Oral Hygiene” Lay

“ CHEWING" 


‘When a Frenchman has a deform- 
ity of the jaw that throws his chin 
over to one side. the French doctor 
says he has the face. of the “village 
chanter.” Have you noticed the ten- 
dency of amateur singers to spoil an 
otherwise good performance by sing- 
ing out of one corner of the mouth 
or by twisting the face in a displeas- 
ing manner? This face distortion is 
not necessarily confined to singers; 
we all do it to some extent, The 
reason is nearly always to be found 
in the mouth, Yesterday I broke a 
tooth and ever since I have drawn 
my lip down to try to hide the spot. 
Our natural inclination is to try to 
Aide any infirmity, particularly when 
itis new. If the cause of this effort 
is not removed, the cover-up act will 
become a habit that will remain long 
after the original reason, for its use 
will have been forgotten, 

Tf a tooth becomes tender or the 
surrounding gum becomes inflamed, 
the bolus of food that is to be chewed 
will unconsciously be shifted to a 
spot that is more nearly normal, This 
results in the rapid progress of tartar 
formation upon the teeth in the whole 
unused area. Soft foods and mucus 
will join the tartar so that presently 
a vile tasting and smelling mess, 
seething with bacteria is permanently 
located in the waiting room of the 
main station of the route between 
your dinner table and your stomach. 
In addition to being contaminated 
when this condition is present, the 
food is only partly chewed. When 
a habit in chewing is formed that is 
not normal, the contour of the face 
is always altered and the facial ex- 
pression is changed.
